With this issue the BULLETIN enters upon 
its tenth volume and ninth year of publica- 
tion. In the years past it has been the effort 
of this paper to take its proper share of the 
work of building up this section of our coun- 
try in material prosperity. Believing that 
the only true prosperity is that founded up 
on the principles of truth and justice, and 
which recognizes the duty which cach man 
owes to his fellows, the BULLETIN has always 
striven to advocate these principles and to 
define this duty. In following this line as 
closely as may be it has been compelled to 
speak strongly, and sometimes harshly, but 
never with any desire but for the best inter- 
ests of the place and its people. In all 
Points every endeavor has been made to 
publish a paper which should be represnta- 
tive of and a benefit to the place and district, 
and which should be worthy of the support 
necessary to its existence. Its course will 
not be altered in the future and the efforts 
to publish a good paper will net be relaxed.

THE LEGISLATURE: 

The present session of the legislature will 
be a inemorable one in the history of the Nor- 
thwest, for on the work done by it will largely 
depend the government of the future. It is 
the first parliament of the Territories that 
could be called a representive one. The de- 
funct Northwest council was only half re- 
presentative of the people the other half 
being representative of the Domimon govern- 
ment. The constitution of the present one is 
more nearly analogous to those of the eastern 
provinces than that of the old council. Taken 
altogether it is an improvement on the old 
state of affairs, although much is yet requir- 
ed before it will meet the wishes of the peo- 
ple. it will be for the members to secure, 
by united and wel! directed action, from the 
federal authoritecs that degree of self govern- 
ment, the population, wealth and intellig- 
ence of the people entitles them to, and that 
will be nothing less that, full provincial 
powers, Every member is pledged to do his 
wtmost to secure this and if their courage on 
the floor of the house proves to be as great 
as the pledges they give to their constitu- 
ents, it will be granted 


The securing of full responsible 
Kovernment would be sumcent 
% cause the present legislature to dwell in 
the grateful remembrance of the people for 
all time even if nothing else were done. But 
there is another question that many consid- 
er of equal if not of greater importance than 
the one of responsible government because 
It enters into the domain of morals as well 
48 of politics and concerns the home people 
as much as it does the politicians, and that 
is the temperance question, Shall the Ter 
ritories in the future have prohibition or be 
placed under a license law, is a question 
that is of vital interest to every man woman 
and child among us. The action of those 
now legislating at Regina will do much to 
answer it, although that of the people when 
opportunity is given them to arbitrate on it 
Will more fully do so. It is a question not 
#0 much of dollars and cents as of right and 
wrong. The present condition of affairs is 
unsatisfactory to all parties, as we have now 
neither one or the other but a mongrel affafr 
composed of the worst features of both. it 
is nuperative that a change should be made 
the interests of good government and 
public morality. The enforcement of our 
Present law with the obnoxious features of 
the permit system expunged would be satis- 
factory to all who do not depend on intoxicat- 
ing liquors for a living or who are not wed- 
ded to their use. But the only way to seitie 
it is to allow the people to declare their will 
atthe polls. This, nearly if not all, the 
members elected last June are pledged to 


give and if these pledges are carried out the 
battle of prohibition or license will be fought 
within the next few months. The fight 
in the legislature on the 
question will not be whether there shall 
be a vote or not but the manner in which the 
vote shall be taken whether of the territories 
as a whole or of each district voting inde- 
pendently of the other. The former would 
be the better plan as it would be uniair to 
sandwich a district voting prohibition be- 
tween two having license, to be certain- 
ly flooded with intoxicants from its 
neighbors. It is hard enough now to enforce 
the law but it would be infinitelyfharder t do 
80 if the Northwest was laid out like a check- 
erboard ene square prohibition the other 
license. Those who desire to see sobriety 
and order prevail should certain'y work for 
the vote being taken of the whole territory 
now covered by the prohibitory law’ The 
members of the legislature should bring the 
lieutenant governor to task for so grossly 
abusing the spirit of the present law by is- 
suing permits to sell beer which means the 
sale of spirits as well, for one as certainly 
follows the other as the shadow the sub- 
stance. The indiscriminate granting of per- 
mits to individuals was a violation of the 
intent of the law but the granting of permits 


to sell makes the whole system a farce. 


There are certainly enough public spirited 
men in the legislature todemand from the 
governor an explanation of his actions in 
this respect. 

The scope of the present law 
governing elections should be clearly defined 
and much,needed amendments precured to 
it if possible. A law that will allow a return- 
ing officer to count out an objectionable 
candidate by throwing out the vote of any 
polling station on a mere technicality as in 
tnecase of Fisher in the Kinistino election, is 
radically defective. The worst is there 
seems to be no remedy within reach of the 
ordinary candidate or no adequate proyis- 
sions of any kind made to secure purity of 
elections. This is a question in which every 
member is interested as if the will of the 
people can be balked by the action of an un- 
principled returning officer exceeding his 
powers in one case, it could in another, and 
no one knows who the next victim may be. 
It certainly will be the one most objection. 
able to those having control of these matters, 
If the present law remains unchanged ne- 
bodys election is assured and it would save 
expense and trouble to do away with the 
formality of a public election altogether by 
giving the returning officers elective power 
and allow them to name their own candidates 
as members It seenis they cando it auyway.A 
thorough inquiry into the ease above referred 
to would reveal defects in the law and proba- 
bly give aman who has been defrauded out 
of his election his just rights 


There are enough minor questions 
to be sott od and presents 
ordnances requiring esmendments to 


occupy all the time the members cay spare 
The school law, the disposition of the public 
monies, the herd law, the prairie fire ordy. 
ance and many more will require attention. 
But ali the work may be well done if the mem. 
ber of the legislature attend to business and do 
not spend the use in wining and dining ove 
another that should be devoted te public 
affairs. The people of the territories are 
carefully watching the proceedings and it is 
to be sincerely hoped sectional and partizaa 
feelings will be supressed in the consideration 
of important questions, and all work ina 
statesmaniike tanner for Lae tatoral pros. 
perity of the people and the good govern 
ment of this vast and rich heritage comuit. 
ted to their keeping. And this will be done 
if the members are governed by principles of 
truth and justice and notas is te often —

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NELLY WEBB’S STORY, 


sorter interviewed the woman Nelly 
webb and ascertained the following state- 
nn Wedtieaday evening of last week, two 
olicemen Thos, P. Cairney and hos. 
Rogers came to my bouse under the influence 
of liquor and wanted to get inside—when I 
refused them addmittance—this man Rogers 
seemed quite willing to take Cairney and go 
away but Cairney who then made a threat 
and who had been using some of the most 
abusive language that ever came out ofa 
man’s mouth—said he would go in, or wreck 
the house and kill me—I then warned him 
that if he did not goaway and leave ine 
alone that I would shoot—when he dared me 
to do so and then pounded the door until the 
lock gave way and the door opened to the 
chain, which prevented him coming in— 
when he began to kick at the lower panels. 
As soon as he began to kick I left and stand- 
ing in a doorway with my hand on my revol- 
ver in case he should break the door, but I 
did not get my hand on my revolver and 
rightly turned around—when the panels 
gave away from the continuous kicking by 
the party outside--I then lifted my revolver 
and fired it through one of the panels— 
broken in the door—striking the man who 
had broken in my door—in self defence — 
then stooped down to look through the panel 
holding my revolver in my hand with my 
first finger on the trigger and by sume means 
pressed a little which was the cause of the 
second shot and which struck I should judge 
about two feet from the door in che ground 
—shortly after the town patrol came in and 
said 1 had broke Cairneys hip. The man 
wag removed from where he had fallen to 
Connon’s office as I understood later on and 
medical assistance procured.

CAIRNEY’S STORY. 


A representative of the BULLETIN interview- 
ed Policeman Carney and elicited from him 
the following statement of the trouble he got 
into last week. He was not suffering 80 
much from his wounds as he has hitherto 
but looks pretty badly wrecked. His state- 
ment in substance was as follows. 

Ou Wednesday night he and his compan- 
ions were in Edmonton on their way to Cal- 
gary. And went up town for the purpose of 
spendingthe time and while there got under 
the influence of liquor. He does not recollect 
what happened down town and may have 
used language ani made the threats report- 
edof him. He went with Rogers to the 
house of Nelly Webb's not to stay but to get 
a comrade who had gone there earlier in the 
evening and whom he promised to call for 
when onhis way to the barracks. When 
they got to the house they were refused ad- 
mitt nee and the door was locked and chain- 
ed. He used threats and may have said he 
would wreck the house, but did not think he 
threatened to kill her although he may have 
said so and foryotten about as he was drunk 
at the time. It was his companion Rogers 
and not himself who broke the door. When 
the shot was fired he was about five paces 
from the door and behind Rogers who stood 
between the door and himself. It was not 
his intention to go on a spree but when 
quarrelsome and having the evening yielded 
tothe temptation and this was the conse- 
quence,

A permanent bridge is need over 
Wolf Creek requiring an expenditure of 
$150 and 32,000 be spent at Battle River 
crossing. Besides these the Pipe Stone 
should have 8300, the Big stone Creek $500, 
and small sums expended between Nose 
Creek and Red Deer to make the trail good, 
With these expenditures the trail between 
Calgary and Edmonton would he table 
and as it is one of the most travelled wagon 
trails in the Dominion the government 
should waken up to the importance of har 
ing fomething done on it.
